And not only would he 
be amazed to find there was a conflict brewing, but that this con¬ 
flict would be a very important one being a war of ideologies, a 
clashing of two economic systems, the communist stale versus in¬ 
dividualism. And he wouhl be amazed to learn that American 
men were fighting in Korea. 

The news from Korea has been occupying a subordinate position 
in our reading matter and in our minds. .As we have pushed it to 
the bottom of the page, we have pushed it down to our subconscious, 
all ugly and unplea.sant thing only to be looked at now and then.
